IS AAGING IW 
THE. PROVINGE 


As time goes on We are reminded 
more forcibly that the flu epidemic 
is still raging in the Province of Al- 
berta, although in some parts it 
seems to be held in check. 

The Provincial Health Board 
sued orders Saturday to the south 
of the province lifting the ban on { 
churches, schools and public gather- ae 
ings to come into effect Thursday 
next. The northern part of - the 
province, however, is still under the 
ban. ‘Not only is everything closed 
down tight for a while but the Hon, “ 
H. G. McKay, Minister of Health eee 
has issued very definite orders that 4 
all precautions taken at the com- 
mencement of the epidemic, must 
still be kept up. You must. still 
wear your mask, so that the best 
results may be obtained by those 
who are trying to ‘cope with this 
dread disease. The offices of the 
Health Department in Calgary and — 
Edmonton report up to 19,946 
cases of flu in the Province, and in 
some partsit is almost’ impossible 
to get a record of how many cases 4 
there are. Many new places report- 
ed Saturday, one in the vicinity of 
Medecine Hat reported 400 alone. 

If it was compulsory for districts to 
report cases it would be much eas- 
ier to arrange statistics.

The Provincial authorities deemed 
it advisable, owing to the preva- 
lence of Spanish Influenza in the 
Province to postpone ‘until further 
notice the date of Peace Thanksgiv- 
ing. «This has now been fixed for 
Sunday, December 1st, when all 
churches will hold Thanksgiving 
services.

Hu- 
manity has not as far as we.are con- 
cerned offered its helpless ery in 
vain but on every side people. have 
been and still are ministering in 
food and clothing and time and 
strength, gladly sacrificing for those 
who are sick. The master who does 
not allow a cup of eold water to be 
given unnoticed ‘is ‘not absent-from. 
us now. Possibly we might think of 
that a little more in ‘our~rush of 
service, gain more patient and con- 
fidence from divine. fellowship. 

We have hope that the days of 
quarantine are numbered. In think- 
ing of that there is the question of 
the way of renewing the church for 


its. customary uses. Could not the 
Community make a voluntary off- 


ering of sufficient money to make 
possible the thorough cleaning, 
Painting, staining etc. of the in- 
side of the church. Thus could we 
thank God for our privilege of ser- 
‘ving the sick and needy and find 
more pleasure in the congregations 
of his people in the future.

Cambrai Has a Long History 


Until Retent Times Was Fortress of 
Considerable Strength 


The little town of Cambrai, which 
climbs up the slope on the eastern 
bank of the Scheldt at. one end of 
the St. Quentin canal, some 14 miles 
northeast of B:- paume, was for the 
greater part of.its history, and until 
quite recent times, a fortress of con- 
siderable strength. It was, indeed, 
Charlemagne who first built walls 
around it, and thence onward it fig- 
ures prominently in the history of 
northern France as a place “forever 
in dispute.” When the battle was 
not laid between rival princes at 
home, or when Cambrai was not be- 
set by foreign invaders it was_ the 
scene of the most violent hostilitics 
between the Bishop of Cambrai and 
his supporters. on the one hand and 
the citizens on the other. The sturdy 
inhabitants, after keeping up the 
struggle intermittently for some three 
‘hundred years, finally, in the twelfth 
century, achieved their independence 
and wrested rights and_ privileges 
from the great church dignitary who 
ruled ‘over them, which ever after- 
ward they jealously guarded. 

‘There always secms to haye been 

a town hercabouts. As in the case 
of most ancient towns, the site is an 
‘old one. Cambrai was Cambaracum 
lin the days when Caesar “overcame 
jthe Nervii,” and Cambaracum was ,an 
jancient Nervian town which _ finds 
j;mention in the Antonine Itinerary. 
i And so since the time that the 
legions. of thé great Caesar took it, 
;down past the time that  Charle- 
|magne fortified it, right through tc 
ithe present day Cambrai, as has been 
{said, has moved in and out of French 
history. Most of its entrances and ex- 
fits have been warlike ones, yet Cam- 
{brai, during the fifteenth and six- 
tcenth centurics and for long  after- 
ward, was noted as a place of trade 
jand affairs. The town indeed gave its 
name to. that fine linen, produced 
licre in such abundance in the 
jtecnth century, which in «England 
|came to be held in high regard under 
Ithe name of cambric, but in France 
as batiste after. the name of its 
linventor, one Baptiste, whose statue 
istill stands on the “Esplanade.” 

It is some time now since Cambrai 
devided that its fighting days. were 
all behind it, or at any rate that its 
fortifications were not of much value, 


fund proceeded to raze them, and the

tele found the little city on the banks 
fof the Scheldt an open town,

Pigmy Elephants 


Considered a Most, Important Zoo- 
logical Discovery 


Two specimens of a--hitherto un- 
known species of elephant, a real 
dwarf variety, have been captured 
in Africa and were recently taken 
to England. This is considered a 
most important zoological discovery, 
comparable with that of the okapi 
in the Congo forest geveral years 
ago. These pigmy elephants grow 
to be 5% or é feet high; that is, 
half the height at the shoulder of 
an ordinary African elephant. The 
tusks of - the two @warf ‘elephants 
now in England are very dark, and 
display evidence of wear and tear 
and of exposure to a wet or muddy 
habitat. They are abnormally small. 
Those of the female weight about 1 
pound cach, and those of the male 
344 pounds each, compared with 110 
pounds as the weight of one tusk of 
a grown African bull elephant.

winter, particilarly apples, potatoes 


and vegetables, through lack of pro- } 


per precautions being taken to. guard 
against frost and bad" ventilation 
through improper storage. 

It is desirous, the board states, that 
farmers, dealers and householders 
should pay strict attention to the 
condition of crop going into storage 
this winter. : 

First of all, the statement con- 
tinues, “they should see that the cel- 
lar, building or’ pit is frostproof, and 
the ventilation is adequate to pre- 
vent heating and to insure the keép- 
ing ‘qualities of the produce, and.that 
only specimens free from discase or 
rot,- and as far as possible from 
dampness, are stored.”

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Development of the Tank 


Tanks Used by the British Are a 
Most Effective Weapon of 
Destruction 


German military writers and critics, 
we are told in despatches, lay great 
stress on the effectiveness, of . the 
tanks employed by the allics as one 
of the outstanding reasons for the 
successes obtained in the recent of- 
fensive. 

While it is but natural that Ger- 
many should be looking about for 
excuses for the terrible defeats now 
at inflicted on her armics, it must 

ce admitted that the tanks now used 
by the British are a most effective 
weapon of destruction. Just as the 
airplane has been developed until to- 
day it is many times larger, more 
powerful and safer than the machine 
used at the beginning of the war; 
just a& the size and+carrying power 
of guns has increased; so, too, has 
the tank been developed ,until today 
it is quite a different machine from 
the first launched against’ the Ger- 
mans by the British on the Somme 
two years ago. 

The first British tank was an.un- 
wieldy thing and very slow in move- 
ment. Jt could not do much more 
than two miles 7n hour, consequently 
the infantry was held back while the 
tanks cleared the way. The tanks 
employed by the Germans at the 
present time are mocelled after thesc 
first British tanks, and cannot make 
more 1!o four miles an hour, 

But a wonderful development has 
taken place in the British tanks dur- 
ing the past two years, and' the tank 
of today, weighing 27 tons, travels at 
a specd of 16 miles an hour, thus far 
outdistancing infantry and even cav- 
alry. The larger 33-ton tanks do not 
travel quitt so fast, but are wonder- 
ful engines of destruction in ‘ waging 
battle against German conerete pill 
boxes and strongholds. 

In addition to these larger tanks, 
the British have developed the little | 
whippet, which is speedy and = can 
travel over g terrain~in .which the 
heavier tanks cannot operate so, suc- 
cessfully. Armed with machine guns 
these whippets go forward and do 
battle with the German machine gun- 
ners and wipe these enemy nests out 
of existence. - 

The larger tanks in some. cases 
haul bridges.30 feet long, after them. 
When they come to a crater, or ra- 
vine, or trench, or stream which is 
too wide for the tank to negotiate it- 
self, it noses this bridge across ihe 
gap, waddles over on it, and then 
hitches it on behind and goes on, or 
it leaves it for the infantry, artillery 
or cavalry to use in following on. 

Still another type is the “transport” | 
tank. This is not primarily a fighting 
tank, but, as its name indicates, is 
used for transport purposes. The in- 
terior is fitted with long benches and 
over thirty men can be accommodat- 
ed inside. Infantry is loaded in these 
tanks with rifles; grenades, machine 
guns, and the tank*gocs forward un-

Cry for Peace Before Crimes are 
Punished 


“Enough!” they cry. Who is it 
cries “enough?” They who unleash- 
ed their horde of Huns upon Bel- 
gium, who heeded not the cries of 
women and children,.but raped and 


ravished, smashed and devastated 
without mercy and without. shame. 
They knew no such word as 


“enough” when they rained death 
and torture from the skies upon the 
homes of innocence and peace, when 
they lurked in the deep and smote 
with a coward blow the defenseless 
Lusitania leaving the tenderest of 
our kind to struggle and to drown 
in the sea, 


Enough? Yes, we have all had 
enough of war; but it is not ours to 
stay the hand of retribution that is 
falling surcly and relentlessly upon 
Germany at this hour. “Stop!” they 
cry, “and we will get out of  Bel- 
men they are being kicked 
out 


When they can no longer keep up 
the war they planned for years they 
preach pceace.. When they have ex- 
hausted all their stores of hate and 
frightfulness they prate of fairness 
and justice, When they can no long- 
er intrigue, assasinate, and lie they 


,ask us to respect their honor. 


Vindication does not imply vindic- 
tiveness, but: the right must be fully 
vindicated .before the eyes of every 
German, from the highest tothe low- 
est., The God Woden, as personified 
in the kaiser, Krupp and Hindenburg, 
must be once for all flung to the 
scrapheap ‘of heathendonf and bar- 
baric despotism. 

No, it is not within our power to 
stop now. It is not the hand of man 
that is dealing with this monster of 
militarism. This thing must be de- 
cisively crushed—not the German 
people, but the brute that has pos- 
sessed them for the last four years: 
A Germany intact and unacquainted 
with invasion, while France and Bel- 
gium lie in ruins, would be a Ger- 
many cynically triumphant. A Ger- 
man navy safe and sound, and a flect 
of merchant ships ready to seize the 
maritime commerce of the world, 
would mean a victorious Germany. 
They have done as much. damage as 
they can and now they say: “Let us 
have peace before our enemies dam- 
age us.” They set out to cripple our 
merchant service, and having done 
this they are ready to begin peaceful 
competition—if we will Ict them, if 
we will but forget their dastardly 
submarine: warfare and allow their 
crimes to go unpunished. 

This war has not been won by us. 
There are forces other than those of 
gunpowder, and those forces must 
work their natural and supernatural 
course with this criminal people. 
This nation, that thought it was “be- 
yond good and evil” and above mor- 
ality, must learn. now and for all 
time that this is a moral universe, 
and that the mightiest thing in ~ the 
world is the right. Peace with an 
unrepentant Germany would be trea- 
son to God and to our heroic dead, 
who gave their lives for the vindica- 
tion of . rightcousness. —.'Foronto 
Globe.

Latest British Type Has Twice the 
Speed of Earlier Ones 


Tanks, cavalry and armored motor 

cars have had a larger part in the 
recent fighting on the western front 
than ever before in the war, They 
have added greatly to the driving 
weight and speed of assault of the 
modern intensive attack, and their 
use has been developed tremendous- 
ly by the British command since last 
ear. 
The modern tank has twice the 
specd. of the tarlier type, and morc 
than twice the radius of action. In- 
fantry is pratcically powerless 
against them. If infantry attempts 
to rush an oncoming tank, they are 
machine-gunned. in the open. If 
they etay in their trenches, the tank 
straddles the line and-enfilades thein 
with .direct short-range firc; if they 
retreat to the shellholes or’ dugouts, 
the tank lumbers along right over 
them, crushing them into the 
ground and caving in the dugouts. ° 

The light. high speed — tanks, 
known as “whippets,” are a develop- 
ment of this year. They are killing 
machines pure and simple, for they 
can: bear down upon fortified paints 
and batteries at fuch a speed that 
there is little chance of getting the 
guns or men away in time. Their re- 
serve of fuel enables them to remain 
in action for a full day without: re- 
filling.
